Steel Uuylnc SlirlnUlns
With respect to the steel Industry

In the past week, the Iron Age stated
that reductions in nutomobllo prices
had brniiRlit nbout a futther shrinkaKe
in buying nnd that in n number of
directions the market was showing
weakness.

"Accompanying the cut made by the
Ford Motor Co., writes that journal,
"Is a determined effort to force down
the price of automobile steel. The De-
troit company is expected shortly to
buy steel ou a large scale for 11)21 nnd
already some makers of automobile
pnrti have been urged to make it down-
ward revision of existing contracts."

It is observed that the period in
which mills can maka deliveries has
been shortened in some cases, pointing
to a more .rapid adjustment of supply
anil demand than was thought likely
tuo months ago. At the same timo
shipment of mill accumulations has
gone on nt such a rate that many manu-
facturing consumers are pretty well
stocked up. Tho tendency of pig
irnu prices is stated to be toward lower
levels.

Moro ratlonco Needed
The National City Hank, In Us Sep-temb- er

review, has the following to say
rclatho to Increased freight rates and
prices :

"At this time, when the industries
and exchanges of the whole world are
out of balance, nnd there Is great need
for patience and among
all clasHCH, Is .constantly
stimulated by hasty and uninformed
comment. I'eoplc write and talk
loosely, often without knowledge of the
facts they discuss and still more often
without intelligent comprehension of the
economic laws which are involved. The
natural economic law is always working
to restore normal conditions, but time
is requireu for its operations, and mean-
while the impatient people aro wanting
to adopt arbitrary and punitive meas-
ures, which usually have all sorts of re-
sults not anticipated nnd which Inter-
fere with the natural processes of re-
covery." ,

Support for Cattlo Kaisers
The October number of the Digest of

Trade Conditions. Issued by the Frnnk-ll- u

National Uauk, in discussing farm
production sas:

"Prices paid to producers for the
principal crops on September 1 were
7 per cent less than a jear ago. just
the same as two years ago and J57 per
cent higher than the ten-jea- r average.
Prices paid to the producers of meat
animals on August 15 were 'JU per cent
lets than u enr nco. l.'i ner rent less
than two enrs ago and otilv JJ1 per cent
nuove tne ten-ye- nveiuge. .lust now
the farmer is being compelled to his
meat on the hoof at such low prices that
he is reducing his heul. Prices re-
ceived for meat animals nt the farm
gute will not reimburse the fnimer for
tho feeding, leaving him nothing for In-

terest on his investment.
"It is to be hoped that this condition

will right itself before the number of
lle nnimnls on farms has been allowed
to decrease materially. I.very encour-
agement should be ghen the farmer at
this time to Increase his herds, looking
toward n full nupplv of meat at reason-
able prices in the future." The Trader.

ClilfBgo, Sept. 30. The American
riUmbermnn nays; "Lumber prices have
dccllnnl ".lowly, ami yet rather Btead
lly, Instead of being cut abruptly.

Home large western rallroadn observe a
slight inerease In their lumber loading
this week.

T. .T. McOrclghton, the president,
made the following statement to the
National Lumber Manufacturers' As-
sociation here: "Any improvements
contemplated ns part of the program
of standardizing the industry would
result In n moderate price decline. We
arc endeavoring to reduce the number
of patterns In lumber molds by CO per
cent. Cost of operation will be less
from the simplicity that Is Introduced,
nnd In the long run the consumer will
benefit."

A leading tlry-goo- trade authority

says: "With spot cotton searching
out new low levels, the stability that
dry goods men hope for seems far
away. While all action on merchandise
for future delivery Is held In abeyance
for the time being, there Is good day-to-d-

aggregate. Efforts put forth
from time Co time to bolster up the
mnrket thus far have not produced
results. Some manufacturers gradually
reach the conclusion that the only way
to readjust Is to readjust. Primary
markets evldenly look for more favor-
able prices. The slump In ginghams
and some other cotton goods lias been
met with indifference. All eyes are on
the retail trade, which has bqen very
active until the last few days.

"Unseasonably warm weather less-
ened the demand for fall goods, which
would ordinarily begin to move at 'this
period. It becomes more evident ns
wholesale prices recede that retailers
are not playing their part in the read-
justment progrnm. Itrtail prices are
not being lowered in keeping with lower
costs, and this is likely to result in u
slowing down of retail trade."
